A Vtnubftot Saletda. 
CiNCTNNATi, Sept. 19.— Henry Ritter- 
inan, a 14-year-oId boy living with bis 
parents on Poplar street, in this city, 
committed suioide on Sanday afternoon. 
Immediately after dinner his parents 
left him at home reading a nve^nt 
nuvel, entitled "Muldoon. the Copper," 
When t.iey returned several hours later 
they were obliged to force an entrance. 
A search of the house revealed the bend's 
body in a small clothes press. The lad 
had taken a handkerchief, fastened one 
end to a nail aud the other around his 
neck. Thj place being too small to 
jump, he (luliberately bended his knees 
and strunKled to death. The buy was of 
a happy i lisiioi^ition, and his parents are 
unablu to assign any cause for the rash 
deed. It is attributed generally to too 
much cheap sensationalliteratiire.

Omaha, Sept. l.i. -A special to The 
World-Herald frum Marshalltown, 
Iowa, says: Nearly a successful at- 
tempt was made here early Sunday 
morning to assassinate Detective J. C. 
Burkes, who figured so prominently in 
the notorious Rainsbarger and Henry 
Johnson murder casssin Hardin oonnty. 
Burkes has been stopping hsre at the 
Wilson house for soma tinas. Saturday 
evening ths night dark got him into 
liis place wbUs M WSBt OBt to spand the 
night. 

Shortly befbrs S o'elook Sunday morn- 
ins Burkes was passing through the 
ofnce when hs heard a pstol shot from 
the OQtsids. and at ths same instant a 
IKi-calibre bnllst crashsd through the 
side window and missed Burkes about 
two inches. It psssed through the par- 
tition wall and strask on the opposite 
bide wall and rabonndsd on the floor, 
where it was found later. The detective 
ran out in tiuis to see his would be 
assassin skulking down an 'allrv. Ha 
followed and flred tour shots after the 
miscreant bat none took affect, and ths 
latter escaped. 

Burkes arrested Marx and Rice in 
California last spring and brought them 
back hsrs for trial for ths morder of 
Henry Johnson, a brsthar-in-law of 
Rainsbarger. The brothers have since 
then made repeated threats against the 
detective's lif a, and this attsmm is pre- 
sumably anothsr oatbrsak of ths ola 
deadly Rainsbarger vandetta. and it is 
evident that ths end of the fsndal war- 
fare to not yat. 

EXPRESS TIUIN WRECKED. 

Twenty l>«ple Injured, Six St-rloualy, 
Forty Mllv» Wf-t of St. Liiuiii. 

St. Lut'is, Sept. 15.— The Kansas City 
express on the Missouri Pacific nilway 
which left the Union depot at 9 o'clock 
Saturday night was wrecked by a de- 
fective switch at Glencue, forty miles 
West I if this city. Tlieie was no tele- 
graphic facilities at Glencue at the time 
and it wa-> midnight bofure the railway 
auihuiies here were nutitied uf the dis- 
aster. 1 he forward part uf tlie train 
}ias ed the switch in safety but one 
cuach, and tiie St. Joseph sleeper 
•■(Jssa;;e" and the Wichita sleeper "Hav- 
ana" left the track, the uoacli and sleep- 
er "Osage" rolling down an smbank- 

nunt.

Tlie senate 
this Week will worit industriously on 
sever, il bilis which head the list of 
that the Republican caucus 
lecided .should bo (i. tiU upon 
promtply, and before the close of (he 
session. The conference report on the 
land grant forieiture bill Is still un- 
finished business, and is likely to be 
taken up aud disposed of first. The 
anti-lottery bill, accunlinj^ tu tlit> Ke 
IMiblican caucus prug; aiu is the ne.xt 
thing tu be cunsiderod and acted ou, and 
will prob.iiile come up on Tiii ■ lay. 

The 1 i.li fu- i.ie relief of the supreme 
c lurt uf tiic Uiiiied a.esis lu-xt ou the 
list and this and the bill providing fur 
t he transfer of the revenue tn irine to 
the navy Uopiirtment wliii h Senator 
Gray has gi en notice he will call up on 
Wcdiies l.i - or Thursday, and the sev- 
eral labor bills that recently imsaed the 
house and wliiuh come next u>i iht, list 
of measures on the Keiiublica'i caucus 
pruLcrnm are more than enough to oc- 
cupy the time of the senate during the 

week. 

The Repiit'lican leaders of the house 
have nut uiily determined that the fili- 
bustering pruit'euings which we.e so 
successfully carried mi last week, while 
the iu:ijurity was endeavoring to call up 
the Lang-toii-Venable contested elec- 
tion case t<ir discussion, shall not be 
carried further, but nave determined to 
administer discipline to the unruly 
minority by pushing through the con- 
tested election case of Miller against 
Elliott from the Seventh district of 
South Carolina, immediately after the 
Langston-Venable case is disposed of. 

The discipline which the Repuhlicans 
will enforce will consist m limiting the 
debate to about forty minutes, a vote to 
be immediately taken when the debate 
is closed. The Langston-Venable case 
is on the program for t i-dav, and the 
Republicans nope to have a sufficient 
number of majority members on band 
to defeat any attempt on tits part of the 
Democrats to break a quorum. In con- 
formity with tbe action of the Repub- 
lican oancns £>atarday night the tarilf 
bill will be reported from tbe wa\-H and 
means cmnniittee early in the week, on 
Wedno'day probably, accompanied by 
an order from the committee on rules 
setting apart for debate what the com- 
mittee consider reasonable tims. 

When the time allowed for thto dis- 
cussion has ex])ired a vote on non-cur- 
reuce in all the senate aim ndiueiits will 
be taken and the Republican votes will 
send the bill to conference. It to be- 
lieved by prominent Kepublican mem- 
bers and was so stuied m caticiis, that 
the coi:fereiice reports ■will be ii-e>ented 
in both huuses in le>8 than a week. 

The rest of the week in the house will 
be consumed as the cummittee on rules 
sees fit. The general deficiency bill, 
with senate ameiidinents, now in the 
hands of the appropi .ations coniniittee 
of the house is lik 'ly to be reported 
back to tl.e house during the week, with 
disagreements and a request for tlie ap- 
pointment of a committss on ooiifer- 
snos.

A HAL F YEAR'S FAST, 
rhe Boeord Complotely Smashed by a 

fViiii-yivMllll Woman. 

CAnBoxnAMC, Pa.. Sept. bV -No riw 
of fasting on ri cMi d, oither vuliiu'.arv or 
invuluntary. has ever comjiare l in any 
way tiiit of Mrs, Adam VViichter, 
jf the village of White HoU, who has 
not tasted a m irsel of solid food for 161 
dajm, and not a drop of liquid food for 
ISSdays. 

Since the beginning of her fast Mrs. 
Wuchter, who is thirty-nine years old, 
has btien critically ill, and she has suf- 
fered intense pain. Up to nine vears 
MO she was in good nealth. About 
that time she began to tAil. the, first 
evidences of declinitig health lieing a 
-ilia.riaodic cough and a gradual loss of 
voice. 

Eighteen mont'is ago the cough be- 
came very severe and her voice sank at 
times to A wiiisper. Ten m niths ago 
swallowing becaiuij ditlicult. and in a 
short time she wa.:( unable tu g 't any- 
thing down her thruut except liquids. 
Her condition grew worse utitil she was 
able to partake of liquid food onlv at 
rare intervals, aud then nut more than a 
spoonful At n time. 

SinreG.Hjd Friday she has not taken 
a diop of water, although she coinpl.iina 
of an intense ihirst. The only w iv in 
which her thirst can be alia\ed "is by 
placing one ha';d in a basin 'of water 
where it as Ic pt for about half an hour 
BO that the pore* may aiworb moisture. 
It is evident that the woman is siilfer- 
iug from ' a icor of tlie ohai vnx, wnich 
bttsgi-ow.i :.'.iil:ly until t'ae thm.it is 
almost cuiii I lie: ely cli Med. It is e.xtend- 
iug downward to thelungs. 

Mrs. Wuchter's sight has almost 
failed, part of hor body to paralyzed and 
she has not been able to speaK a word 
for weeks. She is entirely pulseless, 
though the heart to nearly normal. The 
only resijonses she can make to the 
sympathetic inquiries of frietids are 
groans. The physcians who have seen 
the woman can not account f>r her 
wuiidi r;,,l tenacitv of life except that 
she is pii^sessed of a remarkable "coD'* 
stitutiun."

The b ly returued to the 
house, and informed his mother that he 
had had trouble with his stepfather, 
and had struck him. The two went 
liack and found he was dead. 

Burkhardt was under the influence of 
liquor at the time, and when in that 
condition was a vii dent and dangerous 
man. He w.ts in the habit of abusing 
hto wife, who. was young Strode^ . 
mother, and that le i to' ill feeling be- 
tween stejisun and stepfather. The boy 
was not living at home, but was work- 
ing ^'ut in the neigii.iorhood, and was 
returning from a visit to his mother, 
while BurHiardt wns absent. There is 
a strong feeling that the boy was driven 
to the deed, as he bears an excellent 
reipatation.

DEAit Sir— Your letter of the 10th ult, 
sent to St. Petersburg, has been forwarded 
to me here, where I am sUying for a few 
days, an<I I hasten to reply. You auk 
whether tlie recent report of rtstrictive 
measures directed against Hebrews in 
Rasein is founded on fast. Tiii« is the 
only period of the year when I vP'il'l be 
away from my post, making necessary 
prepHratioas for the coming winter, and 
I was absent from Russia when the re- 
port to which you rttir to first ap- 
peared. 

Bat the subject is one In which no rep- 
resentative o( the United States could 
fail to feel a deep interest, and immedi- 
ately took steps to ascertain wliether the 
statement, which attracted such wide at- 
tention, had any foundation or warmnt. 
The legation of the United States insti- 
tuted prompt inquiries in common with 
those of M'veral other nations, and re- 
ceived i he most positive Mssuranco from 
the ](n--ian K"Vernment that the rpport 
was entirely groundless.
